FTA Works for All Children 


Public concern is mounting rapidly over high insur¬ 
ance costs and the manner in which the insurance com¬ 
panies are deciding which individuals and bodies should 
bo pla<-(Kl in special - and highly priced — categories of 
coverage. 

A major case in point is the County of Marin which 
has suffertsl one liomb attack on its Hall of Justice in 
its history and as a result has found the deductible 
on its casualty insurance coverage jacked to $1(X),000. 

But automobile and homeowners and others faced with 
the same sort of approach from the insurance companies 
are finding their insurance costs i-ocketing — and their 
indignation at the so-called insurers rising equally rapidly. 

Insurance executives concerned with the public pos¬ 
ture of their industiy should perhaps take their eyes 
off the main chance for a moment and consider its be¬ 
ginnings. 

In the beginning, insurance was downright illegal, 
detuntKl a game of chance on a par with betting, gaming 
and lotteries. Insurance was acceptt-d by society only 
when it developed the concept of a means by which mendatlons that would ef 
particular segments of socit'ty could share the risk of fectively and can.stitutional 
a commonly-faced peril. The operative elements were 
that the risk was common, the insureds shared an in¬ 
terest in common, and the; purpose of the insurance was 
to distribute the possibility of loss to one member of 
the group equally among the whole class. In any other 
case, insurance was against the law. 

What the insurance companies are now up to seems 
to be to make their business anything but a game of 
chance. I-’air enough, if the return is reasonable. But the 
public increasingly is of the opinion that somehow the 
thesis of pooled risk and individual premiums — as in 
the case of the County of Marin -- may be out of sync.

A Day That Endures 


Researchers have come up with some interesting 
background on Christmas customs that add depth and 
meaning to the most momentous of all holidays. Many 
historians believe that Christmas may have had its origins 
in ancient Greek and Roman festivities to observe the mid¬ 
winter change of seasons. The use of greenery at Christ¬ 
mas also grew out of ancient Grt!ok and Roman customs. 
The celebration of Christ began in the third century but 
was not officially sanctioned until a century later when 
Pope Julius I authorized an investigation to determine 
Christ’s probable birth date, which led to the selection 
of December 25. On that date, in 353 A.D., the Feast of 
the Nativity was first observed in Rome, 

Other Christmas customs originated in many lands 
over the centuries. The traditional mistletoe branch began 
with the ancient Druids, who believed the plant had the 
power to miraculously cure disease and counteract poisons. 
The decorating of Christmas trees began in the eighth 
century when St. Boniface persuaded the pagans to adorn 
fir trees in their homes in tribute to the Christ Child. A 
fourth-century bishop of Turkey, Saint Nicholas was the 
real-life predecessor of Santa Claus. 

And so the stories go. As the groat day of rejoicing 
and renewal — December 25 — approaches, millions will 
prepare to greet Christmas with a bone-deep feeling of 
gratitude and thankfulness. It is one occasion, one tradi¬ 
tion, and one observance that has withstood the test of 
time. Those who attempt to tear down all standards by 
which humanity lives have so far not had the temerity 
to burn the Christmas tree.
